Stadium  Dedication 


muhlenberg  College  named  its 
newest  athletic  facility  in  honor 
of  the  two  most  beloved  figures  in  its 
athletic  history  during  the  first  home 
football  game  of  the  season.  The  stadi- 
um was  named  Scotty  Wood  Stadium, 
in  honor  of  the  food  service  giant  The 
Wood  Company.  The  field  was  named 
for  Frank  Marino,  the  most  outstanding 
football  coach  in  Muhlenberg  history. 
The  facility  features  an  astro-turf  play- 
ing field,  which  is  home  to  the  Muhlen- 
berg football,  field  hockey,  and  la- 
crosse teams,  an  eight  lane  all-weather 


track,  bleacher  seating  for  3,000, 
lighting,  a scoreboard  and  a press 
box. 

Milton  "Scotty''  Wood's  ties  to  Muh- 
lenberg and  its  athletic  teams  dates 
back  to  1947,  when  he  owned  a 
small  sandwich  shop  in  center  city 
Allentown.  The  Muhlenberg  basket- 
ball team  practiced  at  nearby  Rock- 
ne  Hall,  and  often  finished  too  late  to 
eat  dinner  on  campus,  so  Wood 
would  let  the  players  enjoy  home- 
cooked  meals  in  his  restaurant. 
Because  of  this  close  relationship 
with  the  team.  Wood  was  asked  by 
then-college  president  Levering 
Tyson  to  manage  the  college  dining 
service.  This  opportunity  launched 
Wood  to  the  presidency  of  a compa- 
ny that  has  over  $500  million  in  an- 
nual sales,  offering  its  services  to 
corporate  locations  including  world 
headquarters,  sports  centers,  hospi- 
tals, and  colleges. 

Frank  Marino  was  the  head  coach  of 
the  Muhlenberg  football  team  from 
1970  to  1980  and  compiled  a record 
of  54-40-6.  These  fifty  four  wins  are 
the  most  for  any  coach  in  the  97- 
year  history  of  football  at  this  school. 
In  1976,  Marino  was  named  coach  of 
the  year  by  the  Middle  Atlantic  Con- 
ference (MAC).

The 
team  was  lead  by  senior  captains 
Chuck  Richard,  Joe  Qmitter,  Kenyamo 
McFarlane  and  Ken  Rayhon.  The  sea- 
son started  at  Kings  Point,  where  the 
Mules  showed  their  dominance  on  both 
sides  of  the  ball.  The  games  against 
Dickinson  and  Franklin  & Marshall  fur- 
ther demonstrated  the  Mules'  explo- 
sive offensive  ability,  stingy  defense 
and  remarkable  special  teams.  The 
Mules  were  3-0  and  riding  high,  before 
losing  a heartbreaker  to  conference  foe 
Western  Maryland.  They  continued  to 
persevere  and  rebounded  with  back  to 
back  decisive  wins  against  Swarthmore 
and  Johns  Hopkins.  A three  game  los- 
ing streak  against  Gettysburg,  Ursinus 
and  Grove  City  then  followed  and  saw 


the  Mules  searching  for  answers.  The 
final  game  of  the  season  figured  to  be 
the  answer,  with  a 52-26  pounding 
against  cross-town  rival  Moravian. 

The  season  was  filled  with  record 
breakers  including  junior  quarterback 
Michael  McCabe  who  set  school 
records  by  throwing  for  2,560  yards  in 
a season,  4,611  and  44  touchdowns 
for  his  career.  McCabe's  receivers  in- 
cluded seniors  Chuck  Draper,  Bryan 
Steele,  sophomore  Josh  Carter  and  All- 
Conference  receiver  McFarlane,  who 
set  a school  record  of  11  touchdown 
receptions.  The  running  game  featured 
freshman  running  back  Anthony  Wolf- 
sohn  who  followed  the  blocking  of  All- 
Conference  offensive  linemen  Chuck 
Richard,  John  Schoeller  and  Keith 
Mann. 

On  the  defensive  side,  the  Mules  were 
lead  by  All-Conference  juniors  Mike 
Burke,  David  Jones  and  captains  Gmit- 
ter  and  Rayhon.  They  led  a defense  that 
relied  on  big  plays  and  big  hits.  Sopho- 
more All-Conference  defensive  lineman 
Ian  Ximinies  also  contributed  to  the 
defensive  front  that  included  freshman 
standout  Mike  Ferreira,  sophomore  Ty- 
ler Cather  and  junior  Paul  Robinson. 
Throughout  the  entire  1999  football 
season,  the  Mules  found  out  that  they 
have  what  it  takes  to  be  a top  program 
and  showed  they  are  ready  to  take  the 
next  step.

In  seven  years  as  a member  of  the 
Centennial  Conference,  Muhlenberg 
has  won  or  shared  the  East  Division 
title  seven  times,  winning  the  Confer- 
ence championship  in  1995  and  1998. 
The  Mules  were  successful  despite  a 
series  of  injuries  to  veteran  players  that 
kept  the  lineup  in  a constant  state  of 
flux.  Eleven  different  players  started  at 
least  one  game,  and  the  team  used  14 
starting  lineups  in  25  games. 

The  Mules  went  12-5  after  a 4-4  start  to 
reach  15  wins  for  the  fourth  consecu- 
tive year.  Of  the  team's  last  six  losses. 


four  were  by  four  points  or  fewer  and 
the  other  two  came  in  overtime  on 
the  road. 

The  Mules  set  a set  a shot-clock  era 
record  by  holding  10  straight  op- 
ponents inder  70  points.  Their  de- 
fensive field-goal  percentage  of  .384 
is  the  lowest  on  record  and  ranked 
10th  in  Division  HI.  The  team  also 
set  a school  record  by  blocking  114 
shots. 

With  Senior  Matt  Schneider  side- 
lined because  of  a knee  injury,  sen- 
ior Eric  Nothestein  and  Scott  Mielson 
saw  more  playing  time.  With  fresh- 
man Anthony  Strachan  as  a starter, 
several  other  freshman  also  saw 
playing  time.

The  best  days  of  Muhlenberg  Women's 
Basketball  are  clearly  in  the  recent  past 
and  near  future.

The  season  began  with  the 
Scotty  Wood  Tournament,  which  they 
won  for  the  second  time  in  three  years, 
defeating  archrival  Moravian.  As  usual- 
ly, the  Lady  Mules  defense  was  stellar. 
They  held  their  opponents  to  an  aver- 
age of  54.5  points  per  game  and  set  a 
school  record  with  a defensive  field- 
goal  percentage  of  .338.  The  team  set  a 
school  record  by  winning  11  consecu- 
tive home  games.  On  the  road,  the 
Mules  played  eight  consecutive  games 
that  were  decided  by  five  or  fewer 


points  and  went  5-3  in  those  games. 
With  injury  to  Jessica  Drennan  and 
Caressa  Lynch,  Sophomore  Captain 
Jennifer  Risley  led  the  team  in  scoring 
(11.2ppg)  and  led  the  Centennial  Con- 
ference in  field-goal  percentage  (.528). 
Lindsay  St.  Lawrence  made  39  three- 
pointers,  the  second  highest  in  team 
history. 

Muhlenberg  won  its  fifth  consecutive 
Centennial  Conference  East  Division 
championship  and  reached  the  CC  title 
game.  Despite  a loss  in  this  game,  the 
team  has  a very  bright  future.  With  no 
graduating  seniors,  the  team  returns  all 
of  its  starters.  With  hard  work  and  a 
little  luck,  the  team  may  have  a NCAA 
appearance  it  is  future.

Wrestling  has  enjoyed  a successful  his- 
tory at  Muhlenberg  College,  especially 
of  late.  In  seven  years,  Muhlenberg  has 
crowned  19  individual  champions  in 
the  Centennial  Conference,  more  than 
any  other  school.  This  year,  Muhlen- 
berg faced  serious  problems  with  in- 
jured wrestlers.  Despite  fielding  only 
eight  healthy  wrestlers  for  most  of  the 
season,  the  Mules  won  eight  dual 
matches,  the  most  in  five  years.  Muh- 
lenberg qualified  two  wrestlers  for  the 
NCAA  Division  111  Championships,  so- 
phomores Tyler  Cathey  (Heavyweight) 


and  Andy  Faust  (149). 

Sophomore  Bill  Holsinger  set  a 
school  record  with  14  pins  and  came 
within  one  pin  of  the  school  record 
for  wins  in  a season.  He  finished 
third  at  all  four  tournaments  in  which 
he  wrestled.  Tyler  Cathey  also  had  a 
record  breaking  season.  He  tied  the 
school  record  for  the  most  dual 
meet-wins  with  his  20-1  record  and 
set  the  mark  with  nine-dual  meet 
pins.  For  the  2001  season,  the  team 
loses  no  seniors.  Instead,  the  team 
hopes  for  an  injury-free  season.

The  Muhlenberg  College  track  and  field 
program  ushered  in  a new  era  in  1999, 
practicing  and  competing  in  the  new 
Scotty  Wood  Stadium.  Along  with  hard 
work  and  a new  head  coach.  Brad 
Hacked,  the  Muhlenberg  track  team  be- 
gan to  make  change.  During  the  2000 
season,  the  Mule  women  and  men 
combined  to  break  17  school  records 
during  the  indoor  and  outdoor  sea- 
sons. At  the  Centennial  Conference 
Outdoor  Championship,  the  hard  work 
paid  off.  The  men  scored  70  points, 
their  most  ever,  at  this  competition. 
Junior  Katrina  Beck  tied  the  school  in- 
door record  in  the  high  jump  and  set 
the  meet  record  outdoors,  along  with 
qualifying  for  the  NCAA  Division  III 


Championships.  Senior  Kurt  Kunsch 
became  the  first  men's  pole  vaulter  in 
CC  history  to  win  both  indoors  and 
outdoors  in  the  same  year.  Sophomore 
Will  Elson  won  the  800  meters  at  the 
Championship  meet  with  a school  re- 
cord time,  breaking  the  Haverford  7- 
year  winning  streak  in  this  event.  Soph- 
omore Jim  Hayes  led  the  Mules  in  the 
top  six  of  the  javelin  at  the  Centennial 
Conference  outdoor  meet  with  a throw 
of  175-2,  becoming  the  Muhlenberg's 
first  conference  champion  in  the  javelin 
since  1950. 

With  a large  freshman  class  on  the 
team  and  a strong  recruiting  program.

Baseball  at  Muhlenberg  enjoys  a long 
and  rich  history,  dating  back  to  1914. 
This  past  season  was  no  different. 
Twice  the  Mules  tied  the  school  record 
of  six  doubles  in  a game.  Also,  for  the 
first  time  ever,  Muhlenberg  had  two 
players  named  to  the  All-Centennial 
Conference  first  team. 

In  the  2000  season,  'Berg  finished  in 
the  top  half  for  the  second  year.  The 
Mules  {14-23  overall),  placed  fifth  in  the 
Centennial  Conference  with  a 9-9 
league  record.  The  team  batted  .333 
over  the  final  16  games  of  the  season

and  averaged  more  than  eight  runs 
per  game  over  that  stretch.  Senior 
outfielder  Chuck  Draper  became  the 
Mules'  first  player  to  earn  first-team 
honors  in  back-to-back  seasons,  lie 
hit  .353  in  2000  and  finished  his 
career  as  the  school's  all-time  leader 
in  hits  (176),  runs  scored  (119), 
doubles  (29),  extra-base  hits  (54), 
total  bases  (269)  and  RBI  (110). 
Senior  third  baseman  Chris  Moraitis 
became  the  18th  member  of  Muh- 
lenberg's 100-hit  club  and  Junior 
Tim  liberbusch  tied  a school  record 
with  seven  complete  games.  Junior 
first  baseman  David  Wolf  ended  the 
season  on  a tear,  hitting  .619  with 
11  extra-base  hits  in  his  final  11 
games.  Sophomore  centerfielder 
Joshua  Carter  broke  his  own  school 
record  with  27  stolen  bases  and  be- 
came the  all-time  leader  in  steals  in 
just  his  second  season.  He  won  four 
games  as  a pitcher,  tossing  a one-hit 
gem  against  Johns  Hopkins,  the  top 
hitting  team  in  the  Centennial  Con- 
ference, in  his  final  start. 

Although  Draper  and  Moraitis  will  be 
sorely  missed.  Carter,  Wolf  and  Ha- 
berbusch add  to  the  team's  promis- 
ing future.

From  humble  beginnings  in  1979,  the 
Muhlenberg  softball  program  has  esta- 
blished a tradition  of  athletic  and  aca- 
demic excellence.  The  Mules  have 
reached  double  digits  wins  for  16 
straight  years-the  longest  in  school  his- 
tory for  a women's  team. 

This  season,  Muhlenberg  rebounded 
from  a 4-12  start  to  win  its  first  Centen- 
nial Conference  championship  with  a 
14-2  league  mark. 

Muhlenberg  took  control  of  a four-team 
race  for  the  Centennial  Conference  title 
by  sweeping  a doubleheader  at  Ur- 
sinus,  at  the  time  ranked  16th  in  Divi- 
sion III.  The  Mules  then  clinched  the 
title  by  sweeping  Washington.  Another 
significant  victory  was  a 3-2  defeat  of 
Bridgewater  State,  which  finished  the 
season  ranked  11th  in  Division  III  and 
was  the  top  seed  in  the  Hew  England 
Regional. 

The  Mules  hit  .334  as  a team  the  final 
half  of  the  season,  had  a 1.07  ERA  in 
Centennial  Conference  games  and  fin- 
ished with  a .951  fielding  percentage, 
their  best  since  1993. 

Senior  Heather  Dreby  was  named  Cen- 
tennial Conference  Pitcher  of  the  year, 
breaking  a five-year  Ursinus  run  in  that 
category.  Creby  was  7-1  with  a 1.04 
ERA  in  Centennial  Conference  games 


and  finished  her  college  career  as  the 
program's  all-time  leader  in  games 
pitched,  completed  games  and  innings 
pitched.  She  and  Angie  Tyson  com- 
bined the  Mules'  first  doubleheader 
shutout  since  1991  and  a school- 
record  scoreless  streak  of  27.2  innings. 
Senior  second  base  Christine  Biechy 
hit  .373  with  a school  record-tying  five 
triples  to  earn  third-team  All-Region 
honors.  She  also  became  the  12th 
member  of  the  100  hit  club.  Sopho- 
more Angie  Tyson,  who  hit  .320  and 
reeleed  off  a seven-game  winning 
streak  on  the  mound,  was  named  to 
the  GTE  District  II  College  Division  Aca- 
demic All-District  Team.  Sophomore 
shortstop  Lori  Blanchfield  tied  an 
HCAA  Tournament  record  with  three 
stolen  bases  against  Savannah.  This 
record  also  matched  a school  record, 
previously  tied  by  freshman  Kelly  Berg. 
Despite  graduating  four  seniors,  the 
team  looks  to  make  a repeat  appear- 
ance in  the  HCAA  Division  III  tourna- 
ment. 

The  Mules  then  earned  an  automatic 
bid  to  the  HCAA  Division  III  Tourna- 
ment (their  fifth  overall  and  first  since 
1992).  Unfortunately,  they  were 
elminated  after  losing  two  games  in  the 
final  at-bat.

tional  and  the  Spring  Susquehanna 
Tee-Off  Tournament.  At  Gettysburg, 
all  five  Muhlenberg  Golfers  shot  in 
the  70s.  At  Susquehanna,  the  Mules 
had  a team  score  of  299,  their  first 
and  only  time  under  300.  The  team 
ended  up  in  5th  place  in  the  Centen- 
nial Conference  Championship,  but 
only  eight  strokes  out  of  the  first. 
Muhlenberg  finished  the  season 
ranked  10th  in  the  District. 

As  for  individual  honors.  Senior  and 
Captain  Matt  Skilton  was  a medalist 
at  consecutive  tournaments  when  he 
competed  at  Susquehanna  and  Eliz- 
abethtown. At  Susquehanna,  he  and 
freshman  Andy  Wright  tied  for  first 
with  74.  Steven  Moore  was  the  sole 
Muhlenberg  golfer  to  be  on  the  Cen- 
tennial Conference  Academic  Honor 
Roll. 

The  golf  program  has  been  fortunate 
to  attract  a large  number  of  single- 
figure handicap  golfers,  and  compe- 
tition for  a spot  in  the  starting  five  is 
strong.  With  an  excellent  past  dec- 
ade of  excellent  golf,  the  Muhlenberg 
Golf  Team  looks  towards  the  next 
decade  and  millennium  with  high  ex- 
pectations. 


The  Muhlenberg  Golf  Team  has  been 
around  since  1951,  but  it  is  in  this 
decade  that  the  program  has  been  at 
its  finest.  The  Muhlenberg  College  Golf 
Program  has  taken  off  in  recent  years, 
winning  its  first  two  conference  cham- 
pionships in  the  last  four  seasons  and 
earning  a bid  to  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Championships  in  1999. 

With  both  a fall  and  spring  season,  the 
team  competed  in  a total  of  13  tour- 
naments during  the  school  year.

WOMEN'S  GOLF 

The  Muhlenberg  College  Women's  Golf  Team  was  born  in  the  summer  of 
1999  and  began  competition  in  the  fall  of  1999.  Women's  golf  is  the  21st 
varsity  sport  at  Muhlenberg  and  the  first  to  be  added  since  1991. 

The  fledging  women's  team  will  look  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  Mule 
men's  program,  which  has  won  two  Centennial  Conference  cham- 
pionships in  the  last  four  years  and  earned  its  first  NCAA  Division  III 
Tournament  berth  in  1999. 

In  their  first  year  of  competition,  the  Mules  competed  in  a total  of  eight 
tournaments  in  both  the  spring  and  the  fall.  Their  best  finish  was  third  at 
the  Dickinson  Invitational.  Sophomore  Courtney  Sessa  posted  the  team's 
best  score,  a 90  at  the  Western  Maryland  Tall  Invitational. 

Muhlenberg's  home  course  is  the  Lehigh  Valley  Country  Club,  which,  with 
its  outstanding  practice  facilities  and  beautiful  18-hole  course,  is  one  of 
the  premier  clubs  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  area.

Men's  tennis  is  one  of  Muhlenberg's 
oldest  varsity  sports,  dating  back  to 
1919  and  competing  in  all  but  two 
years  since.  The  2000  team  brought 
back  powerful  memories  of  the  power- 
ful teams  of  the  past,  reaching  double 
digits  in  wins  for  the  third  time  in 
school  history  and  the  first  time  since 
1941  and  challenging  for  the  Centenni- 
al Conference  championship. 

This  past  season  was  thought  to  be  a 
breakthrough'  season  with  the  most 
wins  (6)  and  highest  finish  (second  pla- 
ce) ever  in  the  Centennial  Conference. 


The  Mules'  7-0  start  was  the  third- 
best  in  team  history  and  the  best  for 
any  Muhlenberg  team  since  men's 
soccer  opened  9-0  in  1994.  In  their 
most  important  win  of  the  season, 
the  Mules  came  back  after  losing  the 
doubles  point  to  defeat  Franklin  & 
Marshall  for  the  first  time  since 
1982. 

The  freshman  duo  of  Brad  Scheller 
and  Cameron  Parke  became  Muh- 
lenberg's first-ever  Centenial  Confer- 
ence finalists.  The  pair  also  reached 
the  quarter  finals  of  the  ITA  East 
Championships  in  the  fall. 

Junior  Robby  Richman  (10-4),  Schel- 
ler (10-3)  and  Parke  (10-2)  became 
the  first  Mules  to  win  10  matches  in 
spring  dual-meet  competition  since 
1990.  Richman  earned  the  Humber 
2 seed  in  the  Centennial  Conference 
Tournament,  recording  his  50th  ca- 
reer win  during  the  season  and  ran 
his  career  singles  record  to  37-14-1. 
Because  the  team  is  graduating  only 
one  senior,  Siddhartha  Velandy,  the 
team  looks  to  continue  the  old  tradi- 
tions started  in  the  2000  season.
